Smallpox of a deadly type has broken out in teveral Amer­ 
ican citie* during the last three years, and is now prevalent in Los 
Angeles. 
In Denver, during 1922, 123 persons died of small­ 
pox. 
Of these 123, not one had been successfully vaccinated 
within recent years, and 89.4 per cent had never been vaccinated. 
In Detroit in 1924, 163 persons died from smallpox. 
Not 
one of these deaths occurred in an individual who had been suc­ 
cessfully vaccinated within recent years; 88.4 per cent had never 
been vaccinated. 
Every serious epidemic of smallpox tells the same sad story; 85 
to 90 per cent of those who die have never been vaccinated; the 
remaining IO or 15 per cent were vaccinated a long time ago, 
usually in childhood; no deaths occur among people who have been 
successfully vaccinated within recent years, 
Arm y Figures 
Between April I, 1917, and December, 1919, the U. S. Army 
in the World War, both in the United States and in Europe, totalled 
3,703,191 officers and men. 
During the time under observa­ 
tion (April, 1917, to December, 1919), there were just 749 cases 
of smallpox in the entire army, and of these 5 died. 
The Penalty of Refusing Vaccination 
Examples without number could be cited to show the tragic 
effects which may occur when individauls, through IGNORANCE, 
F*REJUDICE or SHEFR OBSTINACY, refuse to be vaccinated. 
The Los Angeles Situation 
During the month of January, there were 205 cases of SMALL­ 
POX in that city, with 25 deaths. 
To date in February, there 
have been 288 cases of SMALLPOX in that city, with 55 deaths. 
Of these deaths, none were vaccinated. 
The only patient so far 
recovering from the hemorrhagic form, was one vaccinated over 
fifty years ago.

Deputies from county assessor’s office start the work 
of assessing personal property, Monday, March 1st. 
We 
will appreciate the co-operation of the taxpayers bys giv­ 
ing their prompt attention so as to save time. 
These dep­ 
uties are your employees and are working for your in­ 
terests. 
The proper method of listing solvent credits and foreign 
securities for taxation under the new California law ad­ 
vanced endorsed by the California Taxation Improvement 
Association. 
The new tax law, known as Section 3627-A of the 
Political Code, provides that “Notes, debentures, shares 
of capital stock, bonds, solvent credits and mortgages or 
deeds of trust." not exempt under the laws of this state, 
shall be assessed at seven per cent of their full cash value 
thereof, provided, that the taxpayer “shall have included 
such property in his annual statement, under oath, made 
and delivered to the assessor, as required by law,” and 
provided, further “that in the event of 
failure or refusal 
to file such annua] statements, such property shall be as­ 
sessed at its full cash value." 
Section 3627-A also provides that a taxpayer may ask 
for and have deducted from his taxable solvent credits 
(but not Iron* stocks and bonds) seven per cent of his 
debts owing to a bona fide resident of California, if such 
debts are not secured by mortgage, deed of trust or con­ 
tract on real estate in this state. 
hor example, a concern has, we will say, solvent accounts 
receivable amounting to $10,000. 
If this property were 
assessed at 50 per cent of its value, and the owner there­ 
of owed $5,000 to an individual, bank or other corpora­ 
tion of California, these accounts would be assessed at $5,- 
000 less a deduction for debts allowable of $2500, which 
would leave them paying the tax on $2500. 
In past years 
this would have necessitated their payment of approxi­ 
mately $116.75 actual tax. but, under the new law, the 
tax would be approximately $16.62. 
In event of failure or neglect to list these securities and 
solvent credits with the assessor, at the time of filing the 
statements required by law, the taxpayer would lose the 
benefits of the reduced tax under the new law, because 
the law requires the assessor to assess such non-listed 
property upon discovery at its full cash value. 
Discovery of such property through death or otherwise 
leaves the assessor no alternative but to assess at full cash 
value, and if such property has escaped assessment, upon 
discovery he must assess it for all the years so escaping.

yesterday by John T. Tigert. U nited States Commissioner of Educa­ 
tion. speaking at the National Education Association meeting in 
W ashington, that at the end of ten years we may know something 
about it. 
A survey now in progress is expected to be com pleted by 
that time. 
This will com e as something of a surprise to those who have 
supposed that the fundamentals of elementary education are the 
three R ’s. 
But the commissioner had another surprise. 
W ithout waiting 
for the final and authoritative conclusion of the survey, he thought 
there are certain fundamentals obvious enough to be stressed ad in­ 
interim. 
These he enumerated as: health knowledge, personal and 
social efficiency, character and citizenship. 
The question will now arise whether an education, the objec­ 
tives of which are personal survival and adjustment to social envir­ 
onment, is "practical” !

AN AIR WISE NATION 


"Those with even a small amount o f vision,” re­ 
marks1 the New Orleans Tunes-Picayune, "must recog­ 
nize that within a short time military aviation will 
bear no greater ratio to civil flight than our war 
equipments on land and sea today bear to our mer­ 
chant shipping and industrial activities.” 
It is to that end that the Guggenheim schools of 
aeronautics are working.

For the same purpose the British government is en­ 
couraging the developm ent of aviation clubs in En­ 
gland. 
A fifth such club has just been organized. 
The government places light, easily operated air­ 
planes at the disposal of the clubs, the enthusiastic 
members of which agree to master the flying art.

contracted 
typhoid fever from soiled linen, not knowing how 
: to handle It properly or not knowing 
that 
It

from a typhoid patient. 
The heat from the process 
I of laundering renders such articles safe after they 
I have been laundered. 
Among other foods than milk, most apt to be 
exposed to infection and liable to 
convey 
typhoid 
fever are those eaten raw or uncooked. 
W ell cooked 
food or properly pasteurized or bolled milk or milk 
products ars safe from the danger 
of 
conveying 
typhoid, or other milk or water borne diseases. 
Of course, any article handled by a carrier may 
convey tho disease, and cooking Is no protection, lf 
you should be so unfortunate as to have a carrier 
working In your kitchen or serving at your table. 
The part played by the fly in the spread of ty ­ 
phoid fever and other diseases m ust of course be 
[always kept in mind.

Bear in mind 
that 
typhoid 
fever 
prevalence 
!d< pends upon Insanitary methods in respect to the 
disposal of the body w astes of the human being. 
The fact that persons living in a given home or 
neighborhood, in which sanitary conditions are bad 
I may escape typhoid 
fever In som e Instances for 
la period of months, or years, Is In no w ise remark­ 
able— no more remarkable perhaps than It is for 
j houses, occupied by persons careless in handling fire, 
to escape burning in som e Instances for considerable 
I periods of time. 
In epidem ics of typhoid fever caused by heavily 
Infected water supply, It is unusual for more than 
, one nut of ten who drink the water to contract the 
i disease. 
The Improvement of sanitary conditions In our 
[rural districts is one of the vitally important prob­ 
lems confronting us both as indivdiuals and as a 
nation.
